FOREIGNERS RESPONSIBLE. 

One of the newspapers goes so far as to de- 
clare that foreigners are chiefly responsible 
forthe Panama scandal. ‘‘Paris,’’ it says, 
‘thas become the great cosmopolis. It is well 
to encourage wealthy .society foreigners 
to come to live here.

' HUNDREDS BURNED. 


THE TERRIRLE CALAMITY THAT FOLLOWED THE 
ALTON WRECK. 

Atio’clock this afternoon Andy McMillan 
and John Fitzpatrick, two section hands, 
came into Fast St. Louis badly 
burned about the face, hands and body. 

They had deen dispatched with a 
number of other men to the scenes 
of the wreck at Wann Junction 
near Alton and brought down the details of 
acatastrophe more appalling than the ear- 
lier account. 

After the wreck the oil cars burned flercely 
and brought a big crowd of spectators from 
Alton and the surrounding country who 
stood along tlie tracks as neat the blazing 
wreck as the heat of the flames would allow. 
All the cars in the vicinity were moved out of 


— and every one thought that 
danger Was past. 


suddenly a roar burst from the burning 
train. One of the unburned oil tanks was 
seen to burst assunder, the oil instantly ig- 
niting and flying in all directions. 

Sheet after sheet of flame swept through 
the crowd, which fled terrified in all direc- 
tions. Someinjured at the start were un- 
able to flee and were rescued from further 
danger by cooler heads among the crowd. 

For 6 time the consternation was terri- 
ble a when danger was past, numbers 
were found to have been burned by the flying 
flames. 

Farm wagons were procured and the 
wounded placed in them and carried off to 
their homes. 

McMillan and Fitzpatrick were eyewit- 
nesses of the scene and are among the suffer- 
ers. They came downto East St. Loulsona 
New York and Cleveland train to obtain medi- 
cal assistance. 

‘*We were working on the track quite a 
distance from the burning cars,’’ said Mr, 
Millan, when the explosion occurred. 
Around us on aH sides were people from 
Alton and the surrounding country who had 
been attracted by the blaze.“ 

It was 12 o’clock when the explosion 
came. There wasaripping noise, followed 
by a blinding flash of hotair. For a moment 
every one was too stunned to realize what 
occurred.

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PHYSICAL STRAIN OF FOOT BALL. 


Muscular and Nervous Stamina Needed 
in the Game, and Plenty of Each. 

Few, except those who have been through 
the experience, are aware what exertion and 
strain and exhaustiona hotly contested foot 
ball match involves. It is all a great deal 
more than appears on the surface, and the 
self-control required in the midst of great ex- 
cftement adds to the nervous tension, besides 


the physical fatigue. 

This of itself ig enough to try an average 
man, but when to it are added the struggles, 
the falls, the 1 s, the blows (for, ac- 
cording to the Philade phia Times, there are 
blows once inj awhile), it requires stamina 
and real endurance as well as strength to 
stand it. Because the men on the opposite 
sides in the field are not seen squaring off 
and striking at each other in regular Sulll- 
van-Corbett style it does not follow that 
there are not scientific ways in which inthe 
tussles a team can be materially weakened 
or some particularly aggressive member of 
it disabled. 

Let any man in fair condition be suddenly 
thrown tothe ground and then have oneor 
two heavy men, or it may be seven or eight, 
fall and throw their-weight on him. Possibly 
his hand may be under one of their feet, or 
in the fall one of their forearms may have 
chok him across the neck. How much 
windand energy willan average man have 
after one such experience as that? And yet 
it is common foot Dall experience. 

Many a man is hurt more in a foot ball 
fight than he cares to admit, and so he makes 
light of it and plays on for the sake of the 
college or team and from self-pride. But 
games appear to be growing rougher, and 
there are a great — **taccidents’’ and in- 
juries, and taking all the teams in and 
around Philadelphia, it would be astonish- 
ingif theextent of the injuries received in 
foot ball were known. There is one doctor in 
Philadelphia who has on his list thirty cases 
of injury at foot ball, and they are nearly all 
cases requiring surgical treatment.

THE CHEF’S SAUCES. 


Given Lemon, Onion, Sweet Herbs and 
Anchovy, He Can Do Wonders. 

From London Society, 7 

Culinary mentors with strong teetotal 
views have insisted time and again that very 
good cookery is practicable witout the use 
of any kind of wine; that neither stewed eels 
nor jugged haré are better for the use of old 
portinthe sauce; that sherry in consomme 
and Madeira in turtle are solecisms; that 
Chablis ina soleau vin blanc is an anomaly, 
and that truffles and York ham should not be 


served with champagne sauce, nor kidneys: 


‘*jJumped’’ with the vintage of Epernay. 
Such very severe teetotallers, however, are 
inthe minority, luckily for the traditions of 
good cooking; for were wine banished from 
flavoring, we should have nothing to rely on 
in that way but the classicaland sempiter- 
nal four columns, or pillars,on which the 
whole culinary edifice, so far as mere flavor- 
ing is concerned, must in a great degree rest 
—lemon, onion, sweet herbs and anchovy. 
Given these seasoners, it has been said that 
a subtle cook should be able to make a salmi 
out of a Mannel waistcoat and a ragout from 
a pair of old boots. 

t is curious, indeed, to remark how these 
four principles of favoring are to be found 
even in the oldest of English manuals of 
cookery. The majority of the dishes dear to 
our medieval ancestors seem to us either 
very indigestible cr very nasty messes; and 
the modern amateur often teeis inclined to 
shudder when ne reads of the strange com- 
ponents with which,in Plantagenet times, 
Pox poses, sturgeon, conger eel, capons of 

igh grease, swans royal and ‘*peacocks in 
their pride’’ were served. Ambergris,honey, 
asafcetida, rose water, almonds, pimento en- 
tered into the composition of these strange 
mixtures; but if the old books, from The 
Proper Form of Cury’’ to The Noble Boke of 
Cokery,’’ be carefully studied, it will be 
found that the four pillars—namely, the 
lemon, the anchovy, the onion and the bou- 
quet of sweet herbs—occupy a properly con- 
spicuous place in the ordinance of the sauces, 

Even in England in the elghteenth century, 
when artistic cookery was atits very lowest 
ebb and ladies and gentiemen ‘‘of quality’’ 
were not ashamed to feed on succory pot- 
tage, humble pie, hogs’ tongues, baked 
udder, woodcocks and virjuice, lumber pie, 
garnet jowls, root cullis and fried pigs’ ears, 
we still find the lemon, anchovy, sweet herbs 
and onion keeping their place, and they will 
keep it as long as good cookery holds its own. 
But wine must also form an important and 
essential part to many good sauces, and 80 
our friends of Exeter Hall cannot complain 
that they didn’t know’’ if they are taxed 
with gross intemperance for having taken 
one spoonful of consomme at the royal table, 
in which it is more than likely a suspicion of 
sherry will be lurking.

THE DIGGER INDIANS. 


A Race of Human Beings That Are Be- 
low the Brute Creation. 
From the Troy Times Sah Diego, Cal., Letter. 

A few weeksagol had my first introduc - 
tion toatribe of Digger Indians, living as 
they have lived for centuries, in huts made 
of tules, which offerab ut as much protec- 
tion as a hut made of Columbia County corn- 
stalks. Having read Mrs. Helen Hunt Jack- 
son’s ‘‘Ramona,’’ I hoped to see some ideal- 
isticdusky maidensof the Ramona type— 
maidens beautiful, both mentally and physi- 


cally. The damsel first introduced was one 
hundred and twenty-eight years old. She 
was gnawing a hunk of raw meat as she 
sat on straw beside her hut. This senorita 
was too much interested in beef just 
then to talk much. Her black eye was full 
offire, but the skin of face and body re- 
sembled shriveled leather and betokened 
greatage. They wereall of a kind, these 
men and women. In body they resembled 
Australian bushmen. They have flat noses, 
thick lips, dark skins and less mental de. 
velopment than Ethiopians. Their natural 
way of life before missionaries came was 
to eat vermin, live in holes and incase them- 
selves in mud. For the sake of the country’s 
honor it is gratifying that ethnologists class 
these people apart from the North American 
Indian. Humboldt included them in the 
dregs of humanity such as the inhabitants of 
Van Diemen’s land. The Catholic priests, 
however, have accomplished excellent re- 
sults educating the young Indians. Low as 
the Diggers are they. believe in a superior be- 
ing and revered a phantom called Chinig- 
chinich, belleving that this specter lived 
among the stars and dispensed justice. He 
was their creator and guide. In earlier Gays | 
every Village hada rough temple in which 
the god Was represented by a coyote-skin 
stuffed’ with feathers, talons, claws and 
beaks. The Diggers steal and drink fire- 
water. So do pale faces, for that matter, 
but Caucasian biood can stand it Detter. 
Whisky is killing the Diggers. The white 
men have wrested their lands from them, 
introduced deadly vices and as a rule care 
naught for these natives, In this connection 
it was almost ludicrous last Decoration Day 
to watch a party of Iladian school children, 
with flowers in hand, standing beside a 
veteran's grave, at the signal from the good 
priest in charge sing: 
My country tis of thee. 
Land ofthe noble free &c. 


And from another polnt of view it was ex- 
tremely pathetic. 


Ths Feast of St. Barbara. 
From London Society. 

The feast of St. Barbara, like that of St. 
Martin, is a soldiers’ fete in Italy. The 
heroic girl, if we may believe an old story of 
the tenth century, was an angel of beauty 


and virtue, born in a fortress where her 
father, Dioscoro, was the Governor and also 

aide-de-campto the. Emperor, Maximilian. 

St. Barbara first saw the light in Italy in her 

father’s beautiful villa near Scandrigiia, a 

gift from the Emperor to his General, rich 

with mineral waters, marvelous plants, 

Statues, etc., where she passed the first few 

yearsof her HHfe and where she became a 

convert to the Obristian religion. The beau- 

tiful girl was Hunted to death, taken 

prisoner, her breasts were cut off, an thus 

exposed to brutal soldiers, who took posses- 

sion of her, fastened her toa stake, covered 

her with queens, and burned her to death;

THE WAY BLAZED. 

Some excellent road-work was done by 
the Road Convention, which completed its 
labors in Sedalia yesterday. It blazed the 
way to good roads in this State by defining 
and demanding the kind of legislation 
needed to enable the people to secure 
them. 

An admirable feature of the legislation 
asked for by the convention is the 
preservation of the principle of lo- 
cal option with reference to the adop- 
tion of the plans provided for in the pro- 
posed amendments to the constitution and 
laws. If the Legislature follows the sug- 
gestions embodied in the convention’s 
resolutions it will merely provide enabling 
acts under which the people may 
apply the ‘‘best methods of im- 
proving roads. The constitutional 
amendment suggested provides that taxes 
may be levied and bonds issued for road 
purposes within proper limitations, but 
bonds can only be issued by consent of the 
voters of the counties. 

Thus the privilege of securing good 

roads will be offered the people of all the 
counties of the State, whereas, possi- 
bility of hardships through enforc- 
ing general road laws without 
reference to local circumstances or 
popular consent will be avoided. The 
people of the State are now practically de- 
nied the privilege of securing good roads, 
and the Legislature should promptly meet 
the fair demands of this convention in be- 
half of the people by adopting such amend- 
ments to the road law as are found to be 
necessary to accomplish this end. 
The suggestions offered with respect to 
the best methods of making and improving 
roads are doubtless valuable, but this is 
properly a matter for the consideration of 
county authorities. The first essential 
step is the securing of needed legislation.

SPECIAL PRIVILEGES, 


Senator Vest’s bill to enable the St. 
Louis & Chicago Electric Railway to im- 
port ite electric machinery free of duty, 
does not go far enough. It is a stroke in 
the right direction but does not cut deep 
enough. 

When any combination of patentees or 
of manufacturers boasts that it can and 
does underséll foreign manufacturers of 
similar articles on their own soil any tariff 
protection giving it a monopoly cinch 
on American purchasers simply lends 


legal aid and sanction to outrageous 


extortion. We do not deny that it is 
right and expedient to exempt the St. 
Louis & Chicago Electric Railway from 
this extortion. What we contend for is 
that similar exemption should be extended 
to municjpal as well as private or quasi- 
and to citizens 
as wellas to corporations—that the Gov- 
ernment’s patent laws confer protection 
and monopoly privileges enough on the 
manufacturers of patented articles—that 
the law should provide for a suspension of 
all tariff taxes on imported articles com- 
peting with articles protected by patents 
or controlled by a combination to restrain 
trade and put up prices. 

The spectacle of far away foreigners buy- 
ingand using articles of American pro- 
duction at far lower prices than Americans 
have to pay for the same articles, isa dis- 
grace to American legislation, a reflection 
on the capacity of Americans to elect law 
makers who will not aid our plutocrats to 
rob the toiling masses of the country.

A PERMANENT CENGUS BUREAU. 

There is no doubt a permanent Census 
Bureau would be very useful if placed upon 
the proper basis and freed from all parti- 
san influences. Invaluable information 
can be procured by such & department of 
great commercial and scientific interest 
which could not be procured by private en- 
terprise. Business cannot be wholly sys- 
tematized and purged of speculative ele- 
ments without clear and accurate knowl- 
edge of just such facts as are within the 
scope of a modern census. 

But the Census Bureau has been too often 
made a mere partisan engine. This was 
confessedly the case in 1870 and the scandal 


of 1890 deprived the eleventh census of all 


respect. Itisnothing but a collection of 
undigested misinformation procured ap- 
parently with only a partisan end in view. 
The same thing is likly to happen in fu- 
ture, and the series of censuses designed to 
be of the greatest scientific worth will be 
but a reminder of the worst features of 
American politics. 

If the bureau were made permanent and 
placed in the hands of men trained in 
scientific method, beyond the reach of 
partisan influence, and above all secure 
from the chances of partisan strife, the 
character of the work would not be thus 
discredited. A reputation for truth telling 
is the capital of a man of science, and one 
who is devoted to scientific inquiry will 
not sacrifice it to ignoble purposes. A 
bureau so constituted and manned and 
supported by public revenues, but placed 
entirely outside of partisan control as 
recommended by Carroll Wright, Com- 
missioner of Labor, would meet all re- 
quirements and satisfy the demand for 
honest facts. Itseems to us that either 
this must be done or else the work of the 
bureau should be confined to a decennial 
enumeration of the people.

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THE verdictof guilty in the Dempsey 
case must be accepted as in accord with 
the preponderance of evidence. Never- 
theless Pennsylvania justice is a peculiar 
thing and bears heavily only on those who 
are notin favor with Carnegie and the 
other plutocrats whocontrol the State. 
When two men swear that they poisoned 
a great body of workmen at the instiga- 
tion of Dempsey, and their testimony 
is contradicted only by his denial, the 
weight of evidence is against him.

As you are aware, I do not ordinarily notice 
communications of the above character, 
written for the plain purpose of having an 
unfriendly fling atthe Street Commissioner, 
but I wish to state publicly in this connection 
what I explain in my office daily to property 
owners, that no street improvements are 
considered by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, except the reconstruction of road- 
ways, unless upon the petition of those 

abutting property. One of 
reasons for this is that we 
always have a larger number of petitions on 
hand than the board can possibly consider 
with the limited appropriation for grading 
and other expenses to be borne by the city 
under the charter requirements. Another 
reason is that the assessment is so low on all 
the north and south streets and on many of 
the east and west streets that an excess ex. 
ists which must be paid by the property own- 
ers before any ordinance can be passed. 

Public hearings have been held on petitions 
presented to tue board and improvements 
recommended which involve an expense to 
the city of nearly $150,000 for new work. Last 
year our entire appropriation was only $40,-

Pastoral From Cardinal Gibbons 
Satolli to Be Read To- Morrow. 


BALTIMORE, Jan, 21.—It was stated yester- 
day afternoon that Cardinal Gibbons has 
written a pastoral letter which will on Sun- 
day de read in every churchin the diocese, to 
the effect that asthe Pope has seen fit to ap- 
point Mgr. Satolli Apostolic Delegate and to 
make the office permanent, ai good Catholics 


must render him respect and obedience. 

The particular reason for ths appointment 
ofa permanent Papal Ablegéte is said to be 
announced in the letter—the constant in- 
crease of permanent rectorships which are 
now tocome more especially under control 
of the delegate in question. Archbishop 
Satolli is the first Incumbent of this office in 
this country, and the creation of sucha po- 
sition, according to the Carlinal, elevates 
the Catholic Church in America to the station 
it holds in European Catholic tountries. 

America, from the establishment of the 
hierarchy alittle over a ceatury ago, has 
been considered bythe authaitiesin Rome 
as a missionary country. The growth in 
numbers, both from conversiots and through 
immigration, has been such és to warrant 
the belief that the Catholic urch here is 
now beyond its missionary stage. 

With the growth in numbers ef permanent 
rectorships, the power of the priesthood is 
increased and they are made more and more 
independent of their prelates The holy 
father has, therefore found it necessary to 
appointa Papal Ablegate in this country 
making him the Vice-Regent of the Pope and 
conferring supreme control in matters of 
discipline. 

The statement was shown Cardinal 
Gibbons’ secretary, Fr. 
reading it over carefully, he said:

A singular error prevails among people ig- 
norant of the Mobile Creole Carnival history 
that New Orleans originated the famous 
mystic societies of the South. Their origin 
belongs to Mobile. World-known as is the 
Mystic Krewe of Comus, in New Orleans, that 
great order was established by Mobiltans; 

and these did not belong to their parent so- 

Ciety, but to its second in age. The first 
mystic order of all this carnival mummery is 
the still existent Cowbellian de Rakian So- 

ciety of Mobile, which celebrated its fiftieth 
anniversary on the eve of New Year, 1881. 
Born out of the fun-love and taste for dis- 
play innate to the Southerner, in 1830, this 
venerable parent orderis now 63 years old! 
The second Mobile Society, the S. I. S. or 
Strikers’ Club has just celebrated its 
golden jubilee, on occasion of its fiftieth 
birthgignt ball. Besides these Mobile has the 
Order of Myth, 26 years old; the Infant 
Mystics, 22 ears old; the Knights of 
Revelry numbering 19 years; and three 
younger orders, the Mystic Krewe of Myrthe, 

the Order of Dragons and the Order of 
Druids, She has besides annual parades by 
her Comic Cow Boys and other less known 
maskers. Thus it will be seen that the 
Mother of Mystics, while smaller and less rich 
than her Crescent sister on the Mississippi, 
has no less than nine regularly organized 
societies of mystic maskers.

Commercial Notes. 
Wall street was reported a gooa buyer of wheat in 
New York to-day, 
A small increase in wheat and 100,000 bu in corn 
is probable in local stocks of wheat for week. 


New York—The stock of corn here is 450,000 bu 
and all in the hands of consumers and exporters. 


New York wired that probably $4,300,000 in gold 
would be shipped to Europe, ef which $3,500,000 
was already engaged. 

A steamer is reported loading at New Orleans with 
176,000 bu of wheat and 8,000 bales of cotton; this 
is considered a very large cargo. 

Chicago estimates the next visible of wheat will 
show a stand-off. Down this way it looks like the 
visible would — some. One year ago it de- 
creased 375,000 bu. 


Chicago Herald: It is the theory that the Cudahys’ 
line of wheat has not been entirely liquidated. Itis 
believed, though, that they have sold so much of 
their line at a profit that they are comparatively in- 
different as to whatever wheat they have left. 


The bulk of wneet that is being shipped from 
America to 1 41 s said by shippers to find its 
way largely into Franeein the shape of bread, on 

which there is no French duty, the mille on the 
frontier doing the business{§instead of those in the 
interior and seaport cities. 

The London Mark Lane Express says: The wav 
in which white wheat lags behind in the forward 
movement isduetothe fact that out of,in round 
numbers. 16.000, 000 bu of wheat on passage 75 to 80 
per cent is white wheat. Thus red sorts are natur- 
ally the easier to raise in value. 

Exports of four and wheat from both coasts for 
week equivalent to 3.637.000 bu, against 3 
bu last week, 4,522,000 ba for corresponding week 
last year, and 2.20 205,000 bu two years ago. Accord- 
ing o above, the past week's clearances from the 
Pacific coast must have been unusually heavy, as 
those from the Atlantic seaboard were the smallest 
on the crop. 

It is now estimated thatthe packing of the West 
for the winter season will exhivit a decrease of about 

hogs compared with the returns for the 
season of 1891-92. This is a decrease of about 1 
000,000 Ibs of products—equal te about 280,000 t 
of lard, 320,000 tes of hams, 240,000 tes of shoul. 
ders and 230,000, 000 Ibs of sides. 

English farmers‘ deliveries, considering their very 
short crop, are remarkably large forthe past week, 
amounting to 79,569 qrs, an increase of neariy 
12.000 qrs over the week before, and 3,500 ars 
larger than corresponding week last year. The 
average price per week of 268 64 was only 24 ad- 
3225 over week before. One year ago it was 

s 10d. 

Weather conditions {to-day—Low temperatures 
are still reported from the extreme South Atlantic 
section, the temperature at dacksonville being 28 
deg. In all other sections, except lowa and Ne- 
braska, there has been more or less rise in tem- 
perature. Light snow fell in Indiana. Forecast for 
St. Louis: Fair; slightly cooler to-night; nearly 
stationary temperature Sunday. 

The newcrop ofclover and other grass seeds is 
much below the ayerage in England, and nearly the 
smallest on record in France. Hardly any old stock 
was leftover from: the previous season. The high 

rices of the past few years had induced farmers to 
eave a large aereage fer seed, but wet weather 
ruined the whole at seeding time. In England 
Alsike clover is pract od a failure, white clover is 
somewhat better, 7. — elover, the principal seed 
crop, made a poor y 

Chicago advices Son that the northwest was a 
heavy seller of wheat, che wire describing them as 
selling kürte ende Prepect of being able to 
deliver their No] Northern on contract in Chicago 
appears to have exéited the northwest speculators 
and carriers of stock. A word of advice to them: 
Chicago may adopt the rule allowing No 1 Northern 
to be delivered on contracts, but Chicago grading 
methods are very peculiar, when Chicago so wishes, 
and it would be safest not to sell themselves too 
shortin the manipulative center. 


While the majority of city millers continue to 
complain of the difficulty there is in selling their 
flour and that there is ud money in the business at 
the relative price of wheat and flour, even with mill 
feed at the high figures it brings. most of the coun- 
try mills report a rushing demand at improving 
prices and appear to be well satistied with the con- 
ditions, The representative of a mill located at a 
near-by point stated that after the past two days’ 
weakening and deciine in wheat, he naturally looked 
fora falllne off in the demand and prices bid for 
flour. ‘to his surprise, their orders this morning 
were larger and, in some instances, 10c higher bid. 


Boonville, Mo.—The weather is the coldest for 
five years and the freeze deeper than ever known 
here. The wheat crop is exposed to this unusual 
Jow tem perature—have not had snow enough to offer 
scarcely any quotations. The ground is frozen dry 
and the wind Is cutting out from the wheat. Unless 
we soon have snow or better weather the crop must 
be materially injured. Some cisim now thatthe 
crop is ruined north of the river. I can’t tell to 
whatextenttheinjury is in this county, but the 
outlook nowis very gloomy. I don’t think it possi- 
ble to raise anything like an average crop in this 
county. But little wheat here in farmers’ hands 
and the milis will want it all. Corn here 40e: hogs, 
none here; cattle, very few feeding. In fact, not 
much of anything here to spare. 


According to Bradstreet’s, the logic of available 
wheat statistics indicates that the Government may 
report only about 104,000,000 bu in farmers’ hands 
in March, against 171. 000,000 a year before, 
about 20 per cent of the crop, a smaller 
proportion then has sper held on 
date within twelve Ye this 
allows for export 78, 000,000 "be. ‘the first half of 
1893 (3,000,000 bu per week) and a total reserve of 
39.000. 000 bu on July 1 next, or 4,000,000 bu more 
than on July 1, 1891. For heaven's sake! Mr. 
Bradstreet, do you allow nothing for consumptive 
requirements of this country. This is the first time 
the trade discovered that the wheat crop of this 
country was only availabie for export. These 
breaks of Bradstreet’s are growing a trifle weari- 
some. It would be a good thing for the trade if 
Bradstreet’s and S§Statistigian Dodge could be 
eliminated. 

Beerbohm of Jan. 6: Reports from South Australia 
and Victoria continue to speak very well ef the 
growing cropt, but pricesin Europe are so low that 
ittie business has so far resulted. Reliable advices 
point to a total yield in the two colonies of about 
25,000,050 bu, against 20.000.000 bu in the pre- 
vious year, so that it was thought possibie, with the 
surplus carried over of old wheat, that the export 
capacity of Auctreteste to Kurope this season will | 
reach 1,500 900 gts. against 750,000 qrs in the last | 
twelve 2 tgentine Republic, which exported 
about 2.000,000 qrs in the past year (this being the 
largest total on record), expects to be able to 1 
more inthe fortheoming twelve months, but 
much more will depend upou the final oulturn of the 
crop. In any case the trade must be prepared for 
4.000, 000. qre from these two sources of supply 
during 1808. but unlike previous seasons, early 
shipments, owing to the low M obtalnable, will 
not be as latge as usual. Charters for over 500,000 
qrs have, however, already been effected fur loading 
in Australasian ports. 

Dornbusch of Jan 6 describes the weather condi- 
tions of that date in Europe. as follows: Kxtremely 
severe weather is still being experienced through- 
out England and on the Continent. Intense cold 

revails in France, especially in the south: while 

eavy ‘snowstorms are reported in Germany, 
Austria, Hungary and Italy, Whoresy local trafic 
has been either greatly interrupted or totaliy sus- 
pended. In Scotland, snow has fallen in greater or 
less quantity in various districté, and consequently 
tillage operstions bave been entirely discontinued, 
farm work being for the present almost confined to 
the threshing of grain and the carting of manure, 

There are still a good many acres of grain in 
the Hambledon Plain, Yorkshire, still ungathered 
and on the higher lands some not even cut, while 
what has been secured was in 4 sprouted and bad 
condition. At the foot of the range of the Hamble- 
don Hills both oats and barley * yet ungarnered, 
and also beans. Itis many rooms since such an indif- 
ferent and late harvest has been known in that die- 
trict. The weather in Germany has been change- 
able, but with severe frost during the lest few days, 
and heavy teile of snow in the northern provinces. 
According to latest postal adviees from Odessa the 
condition of the growing crops in the governments 
of Podolia and Kiley, ſeave something to be desired

PITTSBURG WANTED HIM FOR FIVE. 
: YEARS AT THOSE TERMS, 


An Interesting Development of the Burns 
Damage Suit— Fitzsimmons Cancels 
His St. Louis. Bugagement—Local 
Pugilistic Items—The Kennel—Gossip 
for Turfmen—General Sporting News. 


President Temple of the Pittsburg Club 
told a Windy City scribe an interesting bit of 
history in connection with the Burns case. 
The Pittsburg Club signed Burns at $4,500 a 
year for three years, mainly with the idea 
that Anson would sign with them this sea- 
son, They had made Anson an offer of $15,000 
a year for five years on a contract covering 
that space of time, the total being $75,000. 
Mr. Temple then believed that Anson would 
really accept the offer and join the club 
under those conditions. It was Anson’s 
understanding, however, that the club 
should sign Burns for a three-year 
term first. Mr. Temple’s original offer was 
$4,000, but Anson insisted on raising this $500, 
which Mr. Temple finally aid. The contract 
Burns signed was unique in baseball. It 
stipulated that he was to be manager, cap- 
tainand player, and, furthermore, that he 
was to have sole and absolute control of the 
club, to make whatever rules he felt were 
necessary, and, in a word, do just as he 
pleased in the management of the team and 
its affairs, so far as the playing was con- 
cerned, It was the unequivocal terms of this 
contract that won Burns’ case for him before 
Judge Adams. 

„When I signed Burns,“ said Mr. Temple, 
continuing the conversation, it was with 
the understanding that Anson was to come 
to us in 1893. Then, too, I had been given to 
understand that Mr. Burns was in good play - 
ing condition and would de able not 
only to manage, but to play 
in and captain the club as well. 
He took advantage of his contract, and did 


nothing except what he could be forced to 
do under its terms. If we had signed him 
under a less open contract he might have 
made some effort to win, but as it was he 
satin our grand stand and played cards. We 
did not want Burns without Anson, anyhow. 
We fully counted on having Anson in Pitts- 
burg this season. 

President Hart of the Chicago Club does 

not agree with Mr. Temple in his views or 
the effect of this decision on the contracts 
binding other ball players. I am glad the 
case has gone against Pittsburg,’’ he said, 
i only to prevent other clubs from making 
such leases and undeterminable contracts 
with players. There is not another base 
ball contract in existence like that signed by 
Temple and Burns. It says that Burns 
shall be captain, manager and player and 
shall perform ailthe duties pertaining to 
those positions, but this is vitiated by the 
clause further on which makes nim sole 
manager of the team with power to hire 
and discharge men, to play whatever men 
he wishes to, toinfiict punishment and 
make rules. With that arrangement it is 
quite clear he could do whatever he liked, 
andhe did. Neither Anson nor Comiskey 
had a contract like that. Ther duties are 
very clearly set forth. This idecision will 
not affect base ball players, captains or 
managers. It is made on the merits of the 
contract Burns signed with Pittsburg. He is 
perfectly satisfied with the judgment, asit 
gives him ever dollar that is due him up to 
the present time. 

Judge Adams, who tried the case, was 
thrown into a state of unaisguised surprise 
by the unheard of usages of the men 

who engage in the national game. Some of 
the incidents were amusing. The Judge was 
first startled by the revelation that the play- 
ers were forbidden positively the use of in- 
toxicating liquors. Then came the further 
fact that one of the men had been given per- 

ission to indulge in liquor by the president. 

What,“ exclaimed the Judge. They 
give one man permission to drink?’’ 

„Tes, said Burns, who was testifying. 

What is that man’s name?“ 

‘*Bierbauer,’’ was the reply, at which 
every body laughed. 

The examination proceeded but the 
Judge’s mind wandered back to the man who 
had been given special permission to drink, 
Turning on a witness, he asked, irrelevantly: 

**What was the name of the fellow they 
permitted to drink?’’ 

**Bierbauer, your honor,’’ was the re- 
sponse, and his honor made a large note of it 
for use in his decision. 

Depositions of several Pittsburg players as 
to gambling among the club’s members were 
read. One man, Miller, testified to having 
played cards and craps with Burns and 
others of the team. 

Did you ever leave them playing at a late 
hour?’’ ne had been asked. 

No,“ had been the answer.

Racing Calendar, just published, 2,564 horses | 
ran 1,683 races on the flat in Great Britain 
and Ireland during 1892. The number of 


horses that started is larger than any other 
1870, when it was 2,569, which, how- 
ever, included ‘hunters’ races on the fiat. 
With this exception tt was the greatest num- 
ber on record, while the quantity of races 
run shows an increase of a over 1891. The 
total of horses that started comprised 1,091 2- 
year-olds,772 8B - year · olds, 336 f. year-olds, and 
866 5-year-olds and upward. The races included 
754fiveand under six furlongs; 204six fur- 
longs and under one mile; 479 at one mile; 203 
overa mile and under two; 41 two miles and 
under three; 5 three miles and under four, 2 at 
four miles. The total value of the stakes run 
for, exclusive of matches and private 2 
stakes, which amounted to £2,000, was, in 
England, £456.383; in Scotland, £11,275, and in 
Ireland, £16,403. This shows a considerable 
increase in England as compared with the 
receding year, viz., £17,978, while in both 
reland and Scotland there isan increase of 
about £1,000.
